REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Trustees  of  Wellesley  College: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  for  the 
academic  years  1958-1959  and  1959-1960. 

The  Students,  the  Curriculum,  and  the  College  Tear 

Developments  in  the  Curriculum.  The  new  seriousness  in  American 
education  is  bringing  to  Wellesley  a  student  body  each  year 
more  nearly  ready  on  entrance  for  the  scholar's  idea  of  "higher 
education."  This  has  led  to  many  changes  in  specific  courses. 
It  ought  to  lead  in  the  near  future  to  a  major,  inclusive  examina- 
tion by  the  faculty  of  the  fundamental  purposes  of  the  College 
and  of  the  best  ways  in  which  the  academic,  residential,  and 
extracurricular  arrangements  may  contribute  to  them  at  this 
time. 

First  steps  are  being  taken  within  most  departments  through 
the  continuing  process  of  curricular  review.  The  better  prep- 
aration of  entering  students  and  the  notable  recent  advances 
in  many  disciplines  have  inspired  fairly  extensive  revisions  in 
six  departments  during  the  last  two  years:  Chemistry,  Physics, 
Mathematics,  Geography,  Political  Science,  and  French;  and 
many  other  departments  are  currently  engaged  in  reviews  of 
their  total  offerings. 

A  variety  of  other  academic  innovations  has  occurred. 
Supported  by  a  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  the 
Economics  department  is  experimenting  with  freshman  tuto- 
rials conducted  by  selected  senior  majors  who  are  enrolled  in 
a  new  integrating  seminar.  The  department  sees  advantages 
for  the  beginning  student  in  the  opportunity  to  discuss  difficult 
concepts  with  a  more  advanced  contemporary  and  for  the 
senior  major  to  learn  through  teaching.  Also,  in  1960  the 
chairman  of  the  department  initiated  a  summer  internship  in 
the  economic  research  departments  of  corporations  in  Boston 
and  New  York  under  the  aegis  of  the  National  Association 
of  Business  Economists,  somewhat  paralleling  the  Washington 
internship  in  government. 

In  1960  cooperating  scientists  from  several  departments 
applied  successfully  to  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  for  an 
equipment  grant  which  is  enabling  them  to  develop  a  variety 
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of  experiments  using  radioisotopes  in  several  courses  and  in 
honors  work.  Similar  cooperation  among  the  modern  foreign 
language  departments  led  to  the  opening  of  a  language  labora- 
tory in  1958.  Since  then  a  wide  range  of  experimentation  in 
group  and  individual  instruction  has  occurred,  especially 
among  the  faculties  of  French,  Italian,  and  Spanish.  They 
have  created  a  useful  tape  library  by  which  the  truly  interested 
student  may  advance  rapidly  in  the  ability  to  speak  and  under- 
stand a  foreign  language.  Through  a  grant  from  the  Ford 
Foundation  several  members  of  the  faculty  in  the  social  sciences 
have  developed  projects  for  joint  faculty-student  research  which 
are  being  carried  on  during  the  summer  as  well  as  during  the 
academic  year. 

Meanwhile  the  faculty  as  a  whole  has  experimented  for 
two  years  with  the  academic  schedule  (described  in  the  last 
Report).  An  evaluation  of  it  in  the  second  year  revealed  opin- 
ions ranging  from  enthusiastic  support  to  condemnation  and 
a  very  substantial  majority  in  favor  of  continuing  the  experi- 
ment. Meanwhile,  also,  the  use  of  exemption  examinations 
and  of  advanced  placement,  long  customary  in  the  foreign 
languages,  has  been  increased,  notably  by  the  English,  Math- 
ematics, and  Chemistry  departments.  In  1959-1960  the 
Academic  Council  recognized  the  growing  number  of  entering 
students  who  have  taken  "advanced  placement"  courses  in 
secondary  school  by  voting  to  give  credit  hereafter  toward  the 
Wellesley  degree  to  entering  students  who  receive  a  score  of 
four  or  five  on  the  Advanced  Placement  Tests  offered  by  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board.  Obviously  this  may 
have  far-reaching  consequences  for  a  traditional  four-year 
college. 

After  each  department  has  been  able  to  proceed  further 
in  its  own  review  and  after  the  effect  of  the  new  schedule  can 
be  tested  more  fully,  the  time  should  be  ripe  for  thorough  re- 
examination, cutting  across  department  lines,  of  Wellesley's 
total  program,  winter  and  summer.  Whether  the  results  be 
reaffirmation  or  new  direction,  to  be  fruitful  a  large  majority 
of  the  faculty  should  be  involved  directly  in  it. 

Admission.  Reference  has  been  made  to  the  better  preparation 
of  entering  students  in  recent  years.  Credit  for  this  belongs 
to  the  public  and  private  schools  of  America  which  are  making 
increasingly  realistic  demands  of  their  able  students.     In  addi- 
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tion,  the  rising  numbers  of  college-bound  youth  and  Wellesley's 
popularity,  whether  for  academic  or  mundane  reasons,  have 
forced  the  College  to  be  increasingly  selective.  In  1950  it  was 
able  to  offer  admission  to  66  per  cent  of  the  applicants;  in  1960 
to  33  per  cent.  Among  those  entering  in  the  fall  of  1960  and 
for  whom  a  rank  in  class  was  reported,  182  were  among  the  top 
four  in  their  graduating  class,  87  of  them  being  valedictorians. 

Because  many  well-qualified  applicants  cannot  be  ac- 
cepted, the  persisting  problem  is  to  find  more  accurate  means 
to  select  among  the  girls  with  strong  recommendations  from 
their  schools  and  with  good  school  records  and  CEEB  scores 
the  ones  who,  when  brought  together,  will  contribute  most 
to  each  other  and  will  benefit  most  from  the  opportunity  at 
Wellesley.  A  thirst  for  learning  and  ability  to  carry  through 
are  in  the  long  run  more  important  than  speed  in  learning. 
Evidence  of  such  characteristics  must  be  watched  for  care- 
fully, yet  without  forgetting  that  the  naturally  slow  worker, 
no  matter  how  strongly  motivated  or  eventually  successful,  is 
not  likely  to  develop  happily  at  Wellesley,  given  the  competi- 
tive pace  and  the  many  academic  expectations  here.  Also, 
efforts  to  bring  to  Wellesley  girls  from  various  economic,  cul- 
tural, and  geographic  backgrounds  should  be  continued. 

An  attempt  to  reduce  unnecessary  multiple  applications, 
in  order  to  free  time  for  more  careful  consideration  of  each 
applicant  who  might  come  if  accepted,  was  tried  for  the  first 
time  in  the  fall  of  1959.  Students  with  good  records  who  had 
taken  the  complete  set  of  CEEB  examinations  as  juniors  and 
who  had  decided  early  which  college  they  wished  to  attend  were 
allowed  to  register  only  in  that  one  college  under  an  Early 
Decision  Plan  adopted  experimentally  by  a  number  of  women's 
colleges.  In  December  of  their  senior  year  in  school  they  were 
told  whether  they  would  be  admitted  so  that,  if  not  accepted, 
they  had  time  to  place  applications  elsewhere.  Obviously 
very  many  desirable  students  would  not  be  ready  for  early 
application  nor  would  they  have  a  "single  choice"  college.  To 
safeguard  their  interests,  the  decision  to  date  has  been  to  accept 
only  a  small  portion  of  a  class  under  the  Early  Decision  Plan. 

It  is  too  soon  to  judge  the  plan  in  all  its  aspects,  although 
not  too  soon  to  have  heard  many  pros  and  cons  about  it.  One 
fact  seems  sure:  if  Wellesley  is  to  continue  to  ask  members  of 
the  faculty  as  well  as  officers  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Admission 
in  order  to  pass  on  the  admission  credentials  of  an  ever-rising 
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number  of  applicants  and  is  to  continue  to  pay  attention  to  the 
total  record  rather  than  use  arbitrary  cut-off  points  consider- 
ing only  grades  or  scores,  it  is  highly  desirable  not  to  spend 
time  studying  the  records  of  those  who  are  eager  to  attend 
another  college  and  are  sure  to  be  accepted  by  it.  It  does  the 
girl  no  good  to  have  multiple  acceptances.  It  merely  uses 
time  in  several  colleges  which  should  be  spent  on  study  of  the 
total  records  of  other  applicants. 

Another  experiment  will  occur  in  1960-1961  at  the  request 
of  schools.  They  have  asked  that  girls  who  have  absolutely 
no  chance  of  admission  be  told  early  rather  than  be  held  in 
suspense  until  May  when  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  make  other 
plans.  An  effort  to  do  this  will  be  made  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  midyear  grades  of  the  senior  year  are  received  and  are 
added  to  the  other  credentials  submitted  earlier. 

Undergraduate  Life.  The  high  average  ability  of  the  students, 
the  marked  interest  in  their  studies  on  the  part  of  a  large  ma- 
jority, and  the  increasing  number  of  them  who  continue  to 
study  after  graduation  are  evident.  So  also  are  the  prevailing 
characteristics  of  integrity,  interest  in  the  "examined  life"  and 
the  "good  life"  (and  anguish  about  them),  interest  in  "dates" 
(and  anguish,  on  occasion,  about  them),  and  the  inevitable 
turbulence  of  the  uncommitted. 

Approximately  75  per  cent  of  the  entering  students  grad- 
uate after  four  years  and  leave  with  varying  degrees  of  fear  and 
eagerness  for  what  lies  ahead  and  varying  degrees  of  regard 
for  Wellesley  but  almost  always  with  the  stamp  of  the  College 
ineradicably  upon  them.  It  does  not  show  in  a  single  standard 
of  speech,  taste,  or  interests  but  in  an  awareness  that  somehow, 
sometime  they  must  make  their  contribution  to  their  world. 
This  is  good,  provided  they  recognize  the  varieties  of  gifts,  the 
varieties  of  possible  contributions,  some  public,  some  private, 
and  learn  to  live  affirmatively  with  the  choices  they  freely 
make.  Of  those  who  do  not  graduate,  the  largest  number 
leave  because  of  marriage,  some  leave  because  they  find  that 
their  interests  are  not  in  the  intellectual  world  of  the  liberal 
arts,  and  a  small  but  deeply  troubling  group  leaves  because 
of  emotional  ill  health. 

In  many  ways  our  society  seems  to  be  in  transition.  Na- 
tionally a  new  seriousness,  a  new  aggressiveness  to  learn  in 
order  to  lead,  have  brought  renewed  awareness  of  the  values 
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of  intellectual  pursuits.  But  not  everyone  who  talks  about  the 
need  for  learning,  in  the  nation  or  the  Wellesley  student  body, 
loves  learning  to  the  extent  of  giving  himself  or  herself  to  it. 
Potential  scholars  among  American  students  must  take  care 
to  spend  more  time  on  learning,  a  lonely  process  at  best,  if 
major  achievements  are  to  occur. 

Another  area  of  transition  seems  to  exist  in  the  relations 
between  the  sexes.  Many  parents  seem  no  longer  to  offer  the 
clear  directives  which  in  the  past  at  least  gave  youth  something 
to  cling  to  or  rebel  against.  Colleges  which  are  competent  in 
intellectual  endeavors  find  themselves  facing  moral  issues  which 
they  once  could  assume  had  been  faced  in  the  home.  One 
appreciates  in  a  newly  immediate  way  how  a  Fielding  of  one 
century  becomes  an  Austen  in  another  and  vice  versa;  one  finds 
oneself  in  much  sympathy  with  the  truly  worth-while  young 
woman  confused  by  an  uncertain  moral  code.  Although  col- 
leges can  have  little  influence  in  this  area,  they  can  and  should 
take  explicit  stands  in  favor  of  self-control  and  deliberate  deci- 
sion in  all  areas  of  life. 

A  third  area  of  transition  at  Wellesley  and  therefore  prob- 
ably elsewhere  seems  to  exist  in  a  renewed  individualism.  The 
"inner  directed"  seem  to  be  returning.  There  is  somewhat 
less  concern  among  undergraduates  for  approbation  than  there 
was  a  decade  ago,  more  insistence  on  the  importance  of  the 
self  than  of  the  group,  more  interest  in  how  the  "self"  can  thrive 
in  the  after-college  city-world  of  organization.  Surely  this  is 
in  the  main-stream  of  western  civilization.  And  surely  this 
deserves  the  attention  of  the  best  of  our  youth:  how  to  use  the 
necessary  large-scale  organization  of  an  industrial  economy  to 
promote  the  "virtu"  of  the  individual. 

Campus  Organizations  and  Special  Events.  During  the  period  cov- 
ered by  this  Report  student  leaders  carried  admirably  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  their  various  offices.  Special  thanks  are  due 
to  the  many  students  who  served  as  officers  of  College  Govern- 
ment in  the  Senate,  the  Courts,  the  residence  halls,  and  as 
members  of  important  committees  such  as  the  Acquaintance- 
ship Committee,  the  Elections  Committee,  the  Extracurricular 
Schedule  Committee,  the  Student  Education  Committee,  and 
the  Publicity  Committee.  They  play  an  important  part  in 
the  development  and  maintenance  of  the  tone  and  framework 
of  the   community.      The    organizations   devoted    to    creative 
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activity,  especially  the  Choir,  the  College  Theatre  and  the 
Dance  Group,  have  added  much  to  the  cultural  life. 

In  1959  a  three-year  experiment  in  the  Chapel  was  begun 
with  the  supporting  help  of  the  Danforth  Foundation  in  an 
effort  to  discover  whether  the  Sunday  services  would  have  more 
meaning  for  larger  numbers  if  there  was  continuity  of  leader- 
ship. Mr.  Charles  A.  M.  Hall,  Assistant  Professor  of  Biblical 
History  and  a  Presbyterian  minister,  was  named  Dean  of  the 
Chapel  with  duties  primarily  related  to  the  worship  services. 
It  is  too  soon  to  evaluate  the  experiment,  but  not  too  soon  to 
know  that  the  student  Chapel  Organization  which  undertakes 
a  full  complement  of  activities  appreciates  having  a  minister 
to  turn  to  for  advice  in  planning  its  various  programs. 

Some  of  the  special  events  of  the  last  two  years  are  noted 
below,  with  deliberate  brevity  because  the  audience  will  not 
forget  them.  A  complete  list  of  events  will  not  be  recorded 
even  in  an  Appendix,  as  they  used  to  be,  because  of  the  excessive 
length  which  would  be  required. 

The  outstanding  events  of  1958-1959  were  connected  with 
the  opening  of  the  Jewett  Arts  Center:  the  laying  of  the  symbolic 
cornerstone  at  which  Mrs.  Jewett,  Mr.  George  Frederick 
Jewett,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Greer,  Jr.  spoke  felicitously 
of  their  and  our  hopes;  the  opening  events:  the  dedication,  the 
Wellesley  College  Collection  exhibited  and  catalogued  superbly 
by  Mr.  John  McAndrew  and  Mr.  Curtis  Shell,  the  first  musical 
event  in  the  auditorium  given  by  the  Budapest  String  Quartet; 
later  the  first  use  of  the  sliding  stage,  appropriately  for  a  play 
written  by  a  student,  and  then  Mr.  Paul  Barstow's  remarkably 
effective  production  of  "All's  Well  that  Ends  Well";  the  two- 
day  Symposium  on  the  Arts;  the  Stravinsky  concert;  the  exhibit 
of  "Four  Boston  Masters."  This  past  year  a  memorable  concert 
featured  the  first  performance  of  Mr.  Hubert  Lamb's  "Pastoral," 
and  an  exhibit  of  Eighteenth  Century  Italian  Drawings  was 
prepared  by  Mrs.  William  Rearick  to  continue  the  special 
celebration  of  the  new  Center,  and  plans  were  made  for  an 
exhibit  of  Miss  Agnes  Abbot's  work  in  the  fall. 

Also  in  1958-1959  the  Barnette  Miller  Foundation  brought 
a  number  of  distinguished  leaders  to  talk  on  international  in- 
terests. In  1959-1960  it  presented,  thanks  primarily  to  Miss  M. 
Margaret  Ball  and  Mr.  Henry  Schwarz,  an  important  two-day 
Symposium  on  Africa  which  brought  together  scholars  and 
statesmen  from  America,  Europe,  and  Africa  to  introduce  a 
Wellesley  audience  to  the  problems  and  hopes  of  a  continent. 
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Financial  Aid.  In  a  period  when  the  advancement  of  faculty 
interests  is  of  central  importance,  Wellesley  is  fortunate  in 
having  already  large  reserves  from  which  to  give  financial  aid 
to  students.  These  scholarship  funds,  which  are  constantly 
growing  through  the  generous  action  of  many  individuals  and 
groups  even  without  special  request  from  the  College,  make 
possible  more  assistance  than  ever  before.  Details  appear  in 
the  Appendix.  They  show  that  23.1  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  received  help  in  1958-1959  and  22.5  percent  in  1959-1960. 
The  average  award  exceeded  $1,100  in  both  years.  In  the 
former  year  97  students  received  between  $1,600  and  $2,200 
from  the  College  and  the  Students'  Aid  Society  and  8  students 
received  such  sums  from  General  Motors  and  National  Merit 
Awards;  in  the  next  year  the  numbers  were,  respectively,  112 
and  5.  Of  the  total  financial  aid  from  all  sources,  86.1  per  cent 
was  given  in  gift,  8.6  per  cent  in  loan,  and  5.3  per  cent  in  work 
guarantees  in  1958-1959;  the  next  year,  85.8  percent  was  in 
gift,  8.2  per  cent  in  loan,  and  6.0  per  cent  in  work  guarantees.

Faculty  Interests 

Support  oj  Scholarship.  Wellesley  has  taken  pride  in  having  a 
"teaching  faculty"  and  today's  students,  able  and  alertly  crit- 
ical, testify  to  the  high  quality  of  the  teaching.  Teaching  is, 
obviously,  not  the  goal.  It  is  simply  a  means  to  advance  the 
learning  of  students  and  to  develop  in  them  attitudes  and  inter- 
ests which  will  make  continued  learning  throughout  life  and,  one 
hopes,  the  use  of  learning,  necessities.  Its  purpose  is  to  whet, 
not  to  satisfy;  to  develop  humility  and  also  ambition  and  ability 
to  share  in  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  endeavors  of  mankind. 
Its  prerequisites  are  the  art  of  communication  and  something 
worth  communicating. 

The  ability  to  communicate  eff'ectively  in  speech  receives 
little  attention  in  most  colleges  and  graduate  schools,  probably 
for  lack  of  knowledge  of  how  to  develop  the  skill  acceptably 
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in  another.  Foundation  support  of  experimentation  in  this 
area  might  be  helpful.  At  Wellesley,  senior  members  of  the 
faculty  attempt  to  help  by  visiting  and  advising  beginning 
instructors  but  the  benefits  are,  at  best,  uneven.  A  requirement 
that  after  he  has  started  teaching  the  young  scholar  observe 
senior  colleagues  might  be  useful,  just  as  seeing  the  work  of 
other  architects  or  reading  the  briefs  of  other  lawyers  is  useful 
to  the  beginning  practitioners  in  those  professions.  One  hopes 
the  Wellesley  faculty  will  encourage  this. 

But  skill  in  communication  is  as  nothing  if  the  substance 
of  a  discipline  is  lacking.  Fortunately  the  graduate  schools 
emphasize  knowledge  of  the  field  and  methodology.  There- 
after, for  excellent  college  teaching  over  the  decades,  constant 
study  by  the  member  of  a  faculty  of  the  developments  in  his 
field  and  constant  eff'ort  to  work  freshly  in  it  are  essentials. 
Encouraging  the  scholarly  interests  of  a  faculty  is  a  necessity 
to  good  undergraduate  education,  not  a  fringe  benefit  devised 
to  attract  scholars  in  a  tight  labor  market. 

The  Faculty  Awards  Fund,  intended  to  assist  the  research 
of  those  scholars  whose  work  does  not  currently  attract  support 
from  foundations  or  government  agencies,  has  now  reached 
$200,000.  Additions  to  it  through  special  gifts  would  be  very 
helpful.  In  the  last  two  years  the  income  has  been  insufficient 
for  all  the  worth-while  proposals.  Fortunately  the  Huber 
Foundation  continued  its  generous  grant  of  S2,000  a  year  to 
help  give  young  instructors  freedom  to  study  and  to  travel 
in  connection  with  their  study.  To  date  the  largest  single 
project  to  be  supported  directly  by  the  College  through  the 
Faculty  Fund  is  The  Wellesley  Index,  under  the  editorship  of 
Walter  E.  Houghton,  Sophie  C.  Hart  Professor  of  English.  It 
will  be  an  index  to  major  nineteenth  century  British  periodicals 
with  identification  of  anonymous  authors  and  should  be  useful 
to  many  scholars  in  many  fields. 

Further  to  assist  faculty  scholarship,  the  College  adopted 
in  the  spring  of  1959  a  new  program  of  Early  Leaves  and 
awarded  four  such  leaves  for  1960-1961.  The  program  enables 
younger  members  who  have  reached  the  rank  of  assistant  pro- 
fessor and  have  taught  at  Wellesley  for  at  least  three  years  after 
earning  the  Ph.D.  degree  to  apply  for  grants  of  $5,000  for  a 
year  of  study,  thereby  lessening  the  traditional  length  of  time 
before  the  first  sabbatical  leave. 

As  in  the  past  the  College  also  helps  to  a  small  degree  in 
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the  publication  of  faculty  research  selected  by  the  Faculty 
Publications  Committee.  In  1960  the  Committee  revised  its 
procedures  so  that  now  the  individual  whose  work  is  endorsed 
and  who  receives  a  grant  may  make  his  own  arrangements  for 
publication  here  or  abroad.  One  book  was  issued  under  the 
auspices  of  the  College  in  1958-1959  and  in  1959-1960  another 
was  accepted  for  publication.  A  full  record  of  publications 
by  members  of  the  faculty  in  the  last  two  years  appears  in  an 
Appendix.  The  College  takes  special  pride  in  NATO  and  the 
European  Union  Movement  by  M.  Margaret  Ball,  Ralph  Emerson 
Professor  of  Political  Science,  which  won  first  prize  in  the  Inter- 
national Atlantic  Community  Awards  for  1960. 

At  best,  the  College's  financial  aids  to  faculty  scholarship 
are  tokens  of  the  importance  attached  to  their  work.  The  bulk 
of  the  financial  support  comes  from  the  members  of  the  faculty 
themselves  and  from  foundations  and  government  agencies  to 
which  Wellesley,  like  all  institutions  of  higher  learning,  owes 
gratitude.  In  the  past  two  years  the  Wellesley  faculty  has 
received  five  awards  from  the  National  Science  Foundation, 
three  from  the  American  Association  of  University  Women, 
three  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  three  Fulbright 
awards,  two  Guggenheim  awards,  two  from  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  one  each  from  the  Lilly 
Foundation  and  the  National  Wildlife  Foundation. 

Salaries  and  Benefits.  In  1957-1958  the  average  faculty  salary 
was  S6,828;  in  1958-1959,  S7,898;  in  1959-1960,  S8,178;  and 
the  estimate  is  that  in  1960-1961  it  will  be  about  S8,420.  This 
reflects  directly  the  gains  in  college  income  from  the  new  Salary 
Advancement  Funds  and  from  the  higher  inclusive  fee  which 
took  effect  in  the  fall  of  1958.  The  following  tabulation  shows 
the  progress  made  in  each  rank.

Further  improvement  must  be  made  in  the  near  future  for 
Wellesley's  sake  and  to  meet  its  responsibility  to  the  totality 
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of  opportunity  in  and  for  higher  education.  How  the  gains 
will  be  made  in  the  years  ahead  rests  largely  on  the  decisions 
of  alumnae  and  friends.  If  past  positions  are  evidence,  their 
choice  will  be  for  private  support,  and  their  support  will  con- 
tinue to  be  Wellesley's  bulwark.  Almost  surely,  fees  also  will 
continue  to  rise.  If  private  education  is  maintained,  it  seems 
not  unlikely  that  within  a  decade  parents  who  can  afford  to 
do  so  will  be  required  to  pay  the  full  cost  and  that  the  per  cent 
of  the  student  body  that  is  assisted  by  gifts  and  loans  will  double. 
In  1958-1959  the  Faculty  Pension  Plan  was  improved,  the 
individual  now  contributing  five  per  cent  of  salary  and  the  Col- 
lege contributing  five  per  cent  on  the  first  $4,800  of  salary  and 
twelve  per  cent  on  the  portion  of  salary  above  $4,800.  In 
January  1960  the  College  instituted  a  Major  Medical  Insurance 
Plan.  For  the  time  being  these  "fringe  benefits"  seem  adequate. 
Interest  exists  in  subsidized  Group  Life  Insurance,  but  more 
immediately  important  seem  the  provision  of  more  housing 
for  the  active  members  of  the  faculty  (discussed  elsewhere  in 
this  Report),  a  program  to  assist  those  emeritus  professors  whose 
fixed  incomes  are  inadequate,  and  some  attention  to  the  work- 
loads and  salaries  of  officers  and  non-teaching  professional  staffs. 

The  Buildings  and  Grounds 

Academic  Buildings.  The  opening  of  the  Jewett  Arts  Center  and 
of  the  enlarged  library  building  and  the  language  laboratory 
in  the  fall  of  1958  completed  the  basic  program  for  academic 
buildings  appropriate  to  the  purposes  of  the  present  College. 
For  some  years  to  come,  no  new  major  academic  building 
should  be  required  unless  the  number  of  students  is  radically 
increased  or  until  some  now  unforeseen  revolution  in  the 
curriculum  demands  a  new  building.  The  sciences  are  well 
housed  in  Sage  Hall,  Pendleton  Hall,  and  the  Observatory;  the 
humanities,  social  sciences,  and  mathematics  in  Founders  Hall, 
Green  Hall,  and  the  Main  Library;  the  arts  in  the  Jewett  Arts 
Center. 

The  condition  of  the  interiors  of  the  buildings  is  generally 
adequate.  Special  requests  are  likely  to  relate  more  to  equip- 
ment and  furnishings,  especially  scientific  equipment,  than  to 
new  structural  interests.  However,  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  Astronomy  department  has  much  interest  in  an  enlarged 
laboratory  space.    Also,  in  Founders  and  Green  Halls  remodel- 
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ing  to  provide  more  individual  studies  for  the  teaching  staff 
might  be  helpful  to  their  scholarly  work  and  for  more  effective 
conversations  with  students.  There  is  room  in  the  buildings 
for  small  private  studies  for  all  full-time  members.  This  project 
should  be  given  attention  if  the  time  comes  when  the  wish  for 
individual  studies  for  full-time  members  leads  the  Academic 
Council  to  request  that  the  teaching,  laboratory,  and  study 
space  be  redesigned  and  reallocated  to  departments,  and  to 
plan  if  necessary  for  the  greater  utilization  of  classroom  space. 
Equipment  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  sciences  and 
social  sciences  is  on  the  whole  adequate  now,  but  major  ex- 
penditures for  equipment  should  be  expected  during  the  next 
decade.  The  physical  and  biological  sciences,  both  so  evidently 
essential  to  a  liberal  education,  will  require  increasingly  com- 
plex and  costly  equipment,  and,  perhaps,  controlled  temperature 
rooms,  to  enable  students  to  learn  efficiently  the  modern  con- 
cepts and  methods  and  to  permit  faculty  and  students  to  carry 
forward  their  research.  Also,  the  expanding  role  of  statistics 
in  the  social  sciences  has  created  a  demand  for  time-saving 
computers  of  various  types  so  that  students  may  concentrate 
on  methods  of  fact-finding,  analysis,  and  interpretation,  rather 
than  on  rote  computations.  Money  allocated  as  generously  as 
possible  for  such  needs  and  grudgingly  for  interior  painting  of 
academic  buildings,  for  the  ever  mounting  wish  for  rapid  tele- 
phone service,  and  for  pleasant  refinishing  of  furniture  seems 
appropriate  in  an  educational  institution. 

Residence  Halls.  In  1958  the  Decorating  Committee  under  the 
able  leadership  of  Mrs.  Frank  G.  Allen,  trustee,  arranged  for 
the  redecoration  of  Tower  Court.  The  College  is  grateful  to 
Mrs.  Allen  and  her  Committee  and  to  the  James  Foundation 
whose  generous  gift  of  $50,000  made  possible  restoring  Tower 
Court  to  its  original  standard  of  dignity  and  beauty  on  a  scale 
which  college  funds  alone  could  not  have  allowed.  One  feels 
special  pleasure  in  publicly  thanking  the  James  Foundation. 
Tower  Court,  Wellesley's  largest  dormitory,  which  for  years 
has  also  been  the  home  of  the  French  Center  and  has  provided 
the  College's  only  good  accommodations  for  visitors,  was  the 
gift  in  1915  of  Mrs.  D.  Willis  James.  Wellesley  has  never  for- 
gotten Mrs.  James's  response  to  its  need  when  College  Hall 
burned,  and  now  to  have  the  James  Foundation  join  with  the 
College  in  the  care  of  her  building  is  cause  for  added  gratitude. 
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Also,  the  Foundation  gave  Wellesley  some  handsome  furniture 
and  many  oriental  rugs,  some  of  which  now  adorn  Tower  Court 
while  others  are  assisting  elsewhere  in  the  quiet  education 
of  taste. 

In  1958  the  Decorating  Committee  also  refurbished  the 
Faculty  Common  Room  with  the  assistance  of  gifts  from  Mrs. 
Richard  J.  Schweppe,  and  the  next  year  it  planned  the  re- 
decoration  of  Munger  Hall.  Meanwhile,  the  Buildings  and 
Grounds  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Alex- 
ander C.  Forbes  completed  plans  for  the  last  dormitory  needed 
for  permanent  housing  for  the  present  number  of  students. 
The  Treasurer  and  the  Business  Manager  arranged  for  a  gov- 
ernment loan  at  low  interest,  thus  providing  for  gradual  payment 
for  the  building  and  allowing  the  attention  now  centered  on 
the  advancement  of  salaries  to  be  continued  without  interrup- 
tion. Finally,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  entire  Wellesley  family 
the  Trustees  voted  to  name  the  building  after  Wellesley's  seventh 
president,  Mildred  McAfee  Horton,  and  in  a  simple  happy 
ceremony  on  June  11,  1960,  ground  was  broken.  Occupancy 
of  McAfee  Hall  is  expected  in  the  fall  of  1961. 

Faculty  Housing  and  Faculty  Club.  The  other  major  development 
in  the  physical  plant  during  the  last  two  years  has  been  the 
construction  of  ten  small  row-houses  on  Weston  Hill  near  Page 
School  for  young  faculty  with  small  children.  Occupied  in 
the  summer  of  1960,  these  houses  are  part  of  an  important 
program  if  Wellesley  is  to  remain  a  residential  college,  that 
is,  if  it  is  to  be  a  place  where  young  and  mature  scholars  share 
their  insights  and  intellectual  concerns  in  and  out  of  classrooms 
and  in  sharing,  create  a  vigorous  and  true  community.  By 
the  end  of  the  1950s  the  majority  of  the  full-time  academic 
instructors  and  assistant  professors  were  commuting  to  Wellesley 
from  other  communities.  The  addition  of  the  ten  new  houses 
will  at  last  permit  the  majority  of  the  instructors  to  live  in 
Wellesley,  but  the  majority  of  the  assistant  professors  will 
continue  to  be  commuters. 

The  next  steps  in  the  housing  program  should  be  taken 
without  delay:  additional  rental  apartments  of  a  comfortable 
size  and  convenient  location,  and  assistance  in  faculty  owner- 
ship of  houses  within  approximately  one  mile  of  Norumbega 
Hill  so  that  more  faculty  will  wish  and  will  be  able  to  live  near 
the  College. 
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Second  only  to  faculty  housing  is  the  importance  of  better 
accommodations  for  the  Faculty  Club,  not  only  as  a  convenient 
gathering  place  where  faculty  and  officers  may  bring  their 
families  and  friends  and  returning  alumnae  may  meet  their 
former  teachers,  but  as  a  necessary  attribute  of  a  residential 
community.  Separated  by  strong  departmental  ties,  separated 
by  the  distances  between  academic  buildings,  separated  by 
the  locations  of  their  homes,  the  faculty  and  officers  have  no 
place  available  equally  to  them  all  where  there  is  enough  space 
to  gather  comfortably.  The  need  is  for  a  center  with  com- 
mittee rooms,  a  library,  social  rooms,  and  dining  rooms  to 
simplify  the  exchange  of  views  necessary  to  the  development 
of  corporate  unity  and  to  the  enrichment  of  all  through  aware- 
ness of  individual  diversity. 

To  accomplish  the  housing  and  club  program  money  is 
needed  and  also  sound  planning  of  desirable  locations.  Pro- 
posals made  during  the  last  two  years  have  not  won  substantial 
support.  For  the  long-term  interests  of  the  College  further 
studies  should  be  made  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  determine  what 
combination  of  remodeling  and  perhaps  of  new  building  will 
give  the  most  lasting  benefits  for  the  least  cost.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  opening  of  the  Jewett  Arts  Center  left  Music 
Hall  and  Billings  Hall  vacant;  the  opening  of  McAfee  Hall 
will  leave  Dower  House  and  Navy  House  empty  as  Homestead 
already  is;  and  much  of  the  old  Geology  Building  and  many 
rooms  in  Horton  House  are  unused. 

Roads  and  Paths.  Studies  have  been  begun  of  the  campus  roads, 
parking  areas,  foot  paths,  and  outside  lighting,  and  will  be 
continued  in  an  effort  to  develop  a  master  plan  to  provide 
maximum  safety  and  usefulness  at  minimum  annual  mainte- 
nance cost.  The  Fiske  entrance  is  a  hazard;  strangers  are 
making  an  undesirable  throughway  between  Fiske  and  Home- 
stead; and  the  congestion  of  automobiles  and  pedestrians  at 
the  hairpin  curves  below  Norumbega  Hill  is  becoming  serious. 
For  the  welfare  of  the  College,  provided  always  that  the  im- 
mediate necessities  for  the  education  of  the  present  students 
are  met  first  and  the  program  for  faculty  salary  advancement 
is  kept  central,  road  improvement,  together  with  soil  enrich- 
ment in  selected  parts  of  the  campus  and  planting  to  replace 
the  diseased  elms,  should  be  scheduled  if  possible  across  the 
next  five  years. 
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Alumnae,  Friends,  and  the  Wellesley  Development  Fund 

The  response  has  been  heartening  to  the  announcement 
in  October  1957  of  Wellesley's  urgent  need  for  SI 5,000,000  to 
advance  facuhy  salaries.  By  the  end  of  June  1960  gifts  and 
pledges  credited  toward  the  goal  amounted  to  $5,596,915.  The 
College  has  full  reason  to  be  grateful  to  all  donors  and  the 
volunteer  alumnae  workers  in  Club,  Class,  and  Geographic 
roles  who  accomplished  so  much  in  three  years. 

In  1958-1959  total  support  for  all  purposes  including  sal- 
aries amounted  to  $2,265,881,  three-fifths  of  which  came  from 
alumnae;  in  1959-1960  to  $2,713,274,  of  which  three-fourths 
came  from  alumnae  and  the  rest  largely  from  their  relatives 
and  to  a  lesser  degree  from  other  individuals  and  from  founda- 
tions and  corporations.  The  urgency  of  the  need  and  the  use 
of  various  new  methods,  particularly  the  personal  calling  pro- 
gram tried  in  thirteen  cities  in  1958-1959  and  adopted  nationally 
the  next  year,  deserve  credit  for  the  results.  The  per  cent  of 
alumnae  contributors  was  62.4  in  1959-1960  as  compared  to 
53.2  per  cent  in  1957-1958,  and  of  graduates,  73.0  per  cent  as 
compared  to  64.4  per  cent.  It  is  hoped  that  alumnae  will 
accept  the  year  in  and  year  out  cost  to  them  in  time  and  money 
to  continue,  through  repeated  personal  calls  or  whatever  other 
means  they  may  devise,  this  work  so  important  to  the  cause  of 
excellence  in  women's  education  through  the  liberal  arts. 

Of  the  total  money  received  in  the  two  years  almost  one- 
third  came  from  bequests.  This  points  up  the  importance 
to  the  College  of  planned  bequests  and  the  reason  for  the  efforts 
to  encourage  alumnae  and  friends  to  place  Wellesley  in  their 
wills.  Wealthy  alumnae  are  likely  to  think  of  this,  and  their 
individual  bequests  will  always  be  vital  to  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  the  College.  Yet  if  the  many  alumnae  who  are  able 
to  give  Wellesley  five  or  ten  dollars  a  year  were  also  able  to 
leave  bequests  to  Wellesley  of  one  hundred  or  two  hundred 
dollars,  which  seems  not  unlikely,  and  if  they  proceeded  to  do 
so,  eventually  Wellesley  would  receive  substantially  more 
money  through  bequests  than  it  now  does.  All  types  of  worthy 
institutions  would  benefit  if  persons  without  large  fortunes 
realized  how  important  their  cumulative  actions  could  be. 
Colleges  have  long  emphasized  the  importance  of  gifts,  large 
and  small,  proportionate  to  income,  interest,  and  responsibil- 
ities.    They  should  do  likewise  in  discussions  of  bequests.    The 
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prevailing  attitude  of:  "How  immodest  to  leave  a  bequest 
when  I  can  give  so  little"  needs  to  become  an  attitude  of:  "How 
important  that  I  also  do  what  I  can,"  if  the  responsibilities  of 
independent  higher  education  are  to  be  met  in  the  decades 
ahead. 

Use  of  the  gifts  and  bequests  reaching  the  College  in  the 
last  two  years  may  be  summarized  thus:  for  salaries,  72.0  per 
cent;  for  financial  aid  to  students,  7.6  per  cent;  for  buildings, 
5.8  per  cent;  for  various  academic  needs  and  special  interests, 
4.7  per  cent.  The  remaining  9.9  per  cent  was  in  various  forms 
of  life  income  agreements.  The  determined  effort  to  build 
salary  funds,  evidenced  by  these  figures,  accounts  for  the  fact 
that  without  detriment  to  the  students  who  qualify  for  financial 
help,  to  the  library  collections,  or  the  necessary  care  of  the 
buildings,  more  than  one- third  of  the  ^15,000,000  Faculty 
Salary  Advancement  goal  was  achieved  by  June  30,  1 960. 

The  largest  gifts  and  bequests  of  the  last  two  years  are 
listed  in  the  following  pages.  Among  them  special  notation 
should  be  made  of  major  gifts  for  faculty  salaries  from  Governor 
and  Mrs.  Rockefeller,  the  Walter  S.  Carpenter,  Jr.  Family, 
the  Henry  Luce  Foundation,  and  a  gift  from  Mr.  Alfred  Sloan 
which  made  possible  exploring  the  use  of  selective  salary  in- 
creases; of  gifts  from  the  Leeds  A.  Wheeler  Family  which  permit 
Wellesley  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  to  lend  money  on 
favorable  terms  to  assist  home-ownership  by  a  member  of  the 
faculty;  and  of  the  grants  of  the  Danforth  Foundation,  one  to 
assist  the  Chapel  program,  the  other  for  graduate  fellowships 
to  Wellesley  alumnae  which  are  to  be  used  in  part  for  older 
alumnae  who  wish  now  to  return  to  the  academic  world  after 
having  been  separated  from  it.  Other  special  gifts  from  founda- 
tions have  been  noted  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

The  encouraging  trend  in  corporate  support  deserves 
notice.  Both  the  number  and  size  of  gifts  from  corporate 
donors  have  been  increasing  through  The  New  England  Col- 
leges Fund  and  directly  to  the  College  through  unrestricted 
gifts,  gifts  for  scholarships  with  accompanying  cost  of  education 
supplements,  and  matching  gifts  —  the  last  of  special  value  to 
Wellesley  when  fathers  and  husbands  make  gifts  and  arrange 
to  have  them  matched  by  their  companies. 

In  addition,  special  thanks  should  be  given  for  the  very 
special  eff"orts  and  the  gifts  of  Wellesley's  twenty-fifth  and 
fiftieth  reunion  classes  in  the  last  two  years  —  the  Classes  of 
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1934  and  1935  and  of  1909  and  1910.  The  spirit  and  effective 
caring  of  these  classes,  like  that  evidenced  by  a  large  majority 
of  Wellesley' s  alumnae  and  friends,  have  added  new  strength 
to  the  tangible  resources  and  to  the  equally  important  intan- 
gible spirit  of  the  College. 

In  June  1959  Mrs.  Francis  H.  Evans  of  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
completed  a  three-year  term  as  the  third  Chairman  of  the 
National  Development  Fund  Committee,  and  Mrs.  Robert  N. 
West  of  New  York  accepted  appointment  as  the  next  Chairman. 
Other  changes  on  the  Development  Fund  Committee  were,  in 
June  1959  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  Mrs.  Paul  Hoffman 
of  Washington,  D.  C.  and  Mrs.  E.  Norman  Staub  of  Glencoe, 
Illinois,  and  in  June  1960  of  Mrs.  Arthur  J.  Cohen  of  New  York 
and  Mrs.  Morse  Johnson  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  In  1959  Mrs. 
William  H.  McMaster  of  New  York  and  Mrs.  T.  Edson  Jewell 
of  Newton,  Massachusetts,  joined  the  Committee,  as  now  in 
1960  do  Mrs.  Arthur  M.  Long  of  Evanston,  Illinois,  and  Mrs. 
James  E.  Evans  of  Moylan,  Pennsylvania.  In  1960-1961  the 
Committee  membership  will  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  a 
second  Director  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  the  Chairman 
of  Clubs. 

To  all  members  of  the  Committee,  outgoing,  incoming, 
and  continuing,  gratitude  is  due.  They  have  given  much  time 
and  thought  to  the  strengthening  of  Wellesley  and  without 
them  the  accomplishments  of  these  years  in  the  College  would 
not  have  been  made.  Similarly,  thanks  are  due  to  the  Regional 
Chairmen,  the  District  Chairmen,  and  the  workers  on  special 
gifts  and  on  bequests,  especially  to  Mrs.  Thomas  Claflin  of 
Brookline  who  for  many  years  has  directed  the  work  on  memo- 
rials, to  Mrs.  John  Rood  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  who 
developed  the  bequest  program  during  her  long  service  as  a 
trustee,  to  Mrs.  George  F.  Jewett  of  Spokane,  Washington,  who 
in  1959  became  Chairman  of  the  bequest  program,  and  to  the 
New  York  trustees,  Mrs.  Maurice  T.  Moore,  Mrs.  Nelson 
Rockefeller,  and  Mrs.  Lee  B.  Morey,  for  their  arduous  efforts 
in  New  York  in  behalf  of  faculty  salaries. 

Thanks  are  due  also  to  the  Alumnae  Association,  to  its 
President,  Mrs.  Walter  W.  Allen  of  Garden  City,  New  York, 
and  its  Board  of  Directors  for  excellent  leadership  in  the  many 
ways  alumnae  promote  understanding  and  support  of  Wellesley, 
assist  on  scholarship  and  admission  work,  and  attempt  to  meet 
adult  interests  in  club  and  reunion  programs. 
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Notes  on  Individuals 

In  1959  Mrs.  John  Rood  retired  from  the  Board  of  Trustees 
after  six  years  as  an  alumnae  trustee  followed  by  eighteen  years 
as  a  trustee  nominated  by  the  Board.  A  college  which  can 
command  such  long  continuity  of  service  is  fortunate.  Mrs. 
Rood's  knowledge  of  Wellesley  and  her  indefatiguable  efforts 
in  its  behalf  make  her  retirement  a  decided  loss.  Over  many 
years  she  has  supported  each  successive  need  of  the  College 
and  has  given  special  leadership  to  the  scholarship  program,  the 
bequest  program,  and  efforts  to  keep  Wellesley  ever  beautiful. 

The  terms  of  two  other  trustees  expired  in  1960.  Mrs. 
John  M.  Kohler,  alumnae  trustee,  completed  her  stated  term 
after  six  years  of  unflagging  zeal  and  commitment  to  Wellesley's 
interests.  Her  concern  for  every  aspect  of  the  College  and  her 
many  visits  to  alumnae  clubs  will  long  be  remembered.  Mrs. 
Nelson  Rockefeller  also  left  the  Board  after  six  years  of  ever 
thoughtful  counsel  in  meetings,  as  member  of  the  Buildings 
and  Grounds  Committee  in  a  period  of  much  special  planning, 
and  as  one  of  the  trustees  who  gave  impetus  to  efforts  in  New 
York  in  behalf  of  the  faculty.  Wellesley's  gratitude  to  the 
retiring  trustees  is  sure,  and  its  hope  and  trust  are  that  their 
interest  in  the  College  will  persist. 

It  is  a  sad  duty  to  report  the  death  on  August  8,  1960,  of 
Judge  Jacob  J.  Kaplan,  member  of  the  Board  since  June  1949 
and  Chairman  of  the  Pensions  and  Insurance  Committee. 
Judge  Kaplan's  quick  comprehension  and  solid  advice  on  large 
problems  and  his  special  services  at  several  very  difficult  mo- 
ments were  invaluable  to  the  College. 

One  new  member  joined  the  Board  in  1959:  the  Reverend 
Theodore  P.  Ferris,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston.  In 
1960  three  new  members  were  elected:  Mrs.  Lewis  Rumford  II 
of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  alumnae  trustee;  Mr.  Preston  Davis 
of  Columbus,  Ohio;  Mr.  John  K.  Spring  of  Concord,  Massa- 
chusetts. Already  the  College  has  had  reason  to  be  grateful 
for  their  membership. 

Dr.  Palfrey  Perkins,  Chairman  of  the  Board  since  1947, 
decided  in  1959  that  he  must  give  up  the  burdens  of  the  office. 
Fortunately  for  Wellesley  and  his  colleagues,  he  has  continued 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
Honorable  Charles  C.  Cabot,  long-time  member  of  the  Board, 
was  unanimously  elected  Chairman  to  succeed  Dr.  Perkins,  and 
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Mr.  John  R.  Quarles  was  unanimously  elected  Vice  Chairman 
of  the  Board  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  the  last  two  years  six  members  of  the  faculty  retired:  in 
1959,  Dorothy  W.  Dennis,  Professor  of  French,  after  41  years 
on  the  faculty,  and  Mary  Eleanor  Prentiss,  Associate  Professor 
of  English,  after  24  years.  Both  of  them  are  alumnae  of  Welles- 
ley,  as  is  Katharine  C.  Balderston,  Martha  Hale  Shackford 
Professor  of  English,  who  retired  in  1960  after  38  years  on  the 
faculty.  Also  in  1960,  Andree  Bruel,  Professor  of  French,  re- 
tired after  33  years;  Helen  T.  Jones,  Charlotte  Fitch  Roberts 
Professor  of  Chemistry,  after  32  years;  and  Marion  E.  Stark, 
Lewis  Atterbury  Stimson  Professor  of  Mathematics,  after  40 
years.  The  indebtedness  to  them  of  the  College  and  of  students 
past  and  present  is  beyond  calculation.  Their  unique  qualities 
and  special  services  are  built  into  the  fabric  of  Wellesley. 

Among  the  officers  certain  administrative  changes  should 
be  reported.  In  1960  Mrs.  Asa  C.  Tenney,  Director  of  Resi- 
dence, became  also  Foreign  Student  Adviser.  Miss  Eleanor 
Webster,  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry,  completed  a  much 
appreciated  term  as  Class  Dean,  and  Miss  Martha  J.  Ellis 
was  appointed  Lecturer  in  History  and  Class  Dean  to  succeed 
her.  Miss  Barbara  M.  Clough,  recently  at  Reid  Hall,  Paris, 
came  to  Wellesley  as  Associate  Director  of  Admission. 

A  personal  word  of  appreciation  is  due  to  the  Trustees 
who  granted  the  President  a  leave  of  absence  in  September 
and  October  1959  and  to  all  of  the  people,  especially  the  Dean 
of  the  College,  the  Business  Manager,  and  the  Secretary  to 
the  President  who  made  possible  the  leave  by  carrying  addi- 
tional duties. 

The  many  people  mentioned  in  these  pages  and  many 
more  who  are  not  mentioned  by  name  have  made  enviable 
history  for  Wellesley  in  these  two  years.  The  College  has  rea- 
son to  be  grateful  to  the  trustees,  faculty,  officers,  students,  and 
alumnae  who  together  have  made  the  record  reported  here.
